His 
resig n atio n leav es the Co u n cil 
with sev en co u n cilmen an d the 
may o r to serv e u n til the n ex t 
city electio n in Ap ril 196 8, when 
the Third Ward will elect a n ew 
co u n cilman to su cx ^eed Jo n es 
who se term wo u ld hav e ex p ired 
at that time. 
His letter o f resig n atio n , 
addressed 
to May o r Ralp h 
Walker an d memb ers o f the 
City Co u n cil, was read b y City 
(Herk Ralp h Dedrick. The letter 
fo llo ws: 
“ It is with mix ed feeling 
that I write this letter, 
the purpo se o f which is to 
resig n my o ffice as Co un­ 
cilman. 
“ The interpretatio n o f Sec­ 
tio n 7 7 .060 
o i the Rev ised 
Statutes pro v ides that o nce 
y o u mo v e fro m the ward 
that elected y o u, y o u fo r­ 
feit y o ur rig ht to co ntinue 
as Co uncilman represent­ 
ing that ward. 
“ My o rig inal impressio n, 
being since o nly a sho rt 
time was left o n my term, 
was that there wo uld be no 
necessity o f replacement.

Th ere was no lou d ou tciy be­ 
cau se, with few ex ceptions, th e 
freeze only delay ed some work. 
'Th e freeze, imposed Oct. 6 , was 
of two weeks’ du ration—th en 
was ex tended wh ile Congress 
passed stop-gap resolu tions con­ 
tinu ing cu rrent spending and 
awaiting th e day appropriation 
bills finally wou ld be pa^ed. 
Th e reaction of Sen. J ^ k R. 
Miller, R-Iowa, was ty pical: 
“I’m certainly ready to go 
back to my people and say ‘I’m 
sorry , bu t some of ou r pu blic 
woite projects are going to be

Bu t Rep. Ch arles S. Gu bser, 
R-Calif., cKx ru sed th e Joh nson 
administration of “u sing popu ­ 
lar pri^rams in order to pu t th e 
screws to Congress” in th e ad­ 
ministration’s battle for a tax 
increase. Some oth er congress­ 
men also mu ttered abou t ad­ 
ministration arm twisting.

—Joh nson requ ested constru e 
tion starts on only nine new pro­ 
jects, a modest nu mber com­ 
pared with recent y ears. 
—Th e Hou se knocked ou t fou r 
of th e nine—th en added 16 new 
ones of its own. Th e Senate pu t 
back all of th e starts killed by 
th e Hou se—and added 25 of its 
own. 
—Instead of prov iding only 
nine new starts, th e bill now 
calls for 50. 
Talking economy and v oting 
someth ing else is an establish ed 
practice on Capitol Hill. Last 
y ear th e President asked for 25 
actu al starts and 27 planning 
starts. Congress added 33 con­ 
striction starts for a total of 58. 
It added 44 planning starts for a 
total of 71. Th e starts are mi­ 
nor amou nts, bu t millions be­ 
came billions wh en small start- 
ing-u p costs balloon into fu ll- 
fledged constru ction. 
All told, th e pu blic works bill 
u p for Senate-Hou se conference 
action called for $4.7 billion in 
fiscal 19 6 8. By coincidence, th at 
is ex actly th e amou nt th e Presi­ 
dent proposed in Janu aiy .

“I think it will be a popu lar d ecision 
with the people back home,’’ said Gu rney . 
Su pporting the 
amend ment, 
Rep. 
Du rward G. Hall, R-Mo., maintained that 
the pov erty war is benefiting the warriors 
and not the pov erty -strick en. 
The only thing better than freezing the 
pay of the warriors, he said , wou ld be to 
eliminate the entire pov erty war bu d get 
biU—“in the sad ev ent’’ that it gets on the 
floor in the cu rrent session. 
The amend ment was ad opted by a v ote 
of 86 to 68. 
At abou t the same time the Hou se was 
tak ing this action, the Repu blican may ors 
of 22 cities arou nd the cou ntry , containing 
more than 14 million people, petitioned 
the minority lead ers of both hou ses to 
su pport the Presid ent’s requ est for $2.06 
billion to wage the war on pov erty in fiscal 
1968. 
“It is ou r consid ered opinion,’’ stated 
the may ors in a telegram, “that the 


pri^rams (of the Office of Economic 
Opportu nity ) are a positiv e force in 
lessening social tensions in ou r cities. All 
of u s are confid ent they will continu e to 
improv e and are so meaningfu l as to giv e 
ou r less fortu nate citizens a new hope in 
life... 
“The strong lead ership prov id ed by this 
agency in ad ministering the v ariou s 
projects has been most impressiv e.’’ 
Not to some people, gentlemen. Not to 
those who believ e that the war on pov erty 
is more lu crativ e for the warriors than it is 
for the u nd erpriv ileged for whom the 
battles are su pposed to be waged . 
No matter how impressiv e the 22 
Repu blican may ors say the pov erty project 
fu nctions, sk eptics d on’t seem to agree. 


Meanwhile, the people back home 
continu e to wait for v igorou s congressional 
action in the face of recu rrent rev elations 
abou t fantastic waste in another area—the 
almost sacrosanct d efense bu d get of some 
$7 0 billion.

WASHINGTON-When I first v isited the Sov iet 
Union in 1922, it was then a wobbly conglomeration 
of Ru ssian regions held together by a hand fu l of 
Bolshev ik lead ers whom the United States d id its 
best to ov erthrow, first by send ing troops u nd er 
Wood row Wilson to Mu rmansk in the Arctic and to 
Siberia; second , by boy cotting the new regime 
u nd er Presid ents Hard ing, Coolid ge and Hoov er. 
It was not u ntil six teen y ears after the Ru ssian 
rev olu tion, whose 5 0th anniv ersary the world notes 
tod ay , that the United States u nd er Roosev elt 
recc^nized that the Sov iet Uion ev en ex isted . 
I hav e been to the Sov iet Union fou r times since 
my first trip to Siberia in 1922.1 hav e seen it as a 
police state where I was shad owed ev ery minu te 
and once arrested for tak ing pictu res and in 
which the military command er I interv iewed in 
Harbarov sk , 
Gen. 
Teronim 
Uboriev itch, 
was 
later shot by Stalin. I hav e seen it change to a 
nation now strong enou gh to permit criticism 
by its own citizens, promiscu ou s photography , 
fairly free foreign trav el, and with an economic 
and military might which riv als the United States. 
At 
one 
time 
d u ring 
the 
Eisenhower 
ad ministration a d elegation of American ed u cation 
ex perts reported that the Sov iet pu blic school 
sy stem in many respects was ahead of ou rs. 
This was an u npopu lar and u npalatable report to 
the American people becau se, throu gh early y ears of 
propagand a and later y ears of su spicion encou raged 
by J. Ed gar Hoov er, we hav e been tau ght to believ e 
that nothing abou t Ru ssia was good and that the 
entire sy stem was certain to collapse of its own 
weight. 
—AMERICANS STILL SUSPIQOUS- 
This su spicion was so d eep that when I came back 
from a two-d ay talk with Khru shchev in 1961 to 
report that he was potentially a good friend of the 
United States, I was called a Commu nist by some 
people, inclu d ing one pu blisher of a California 
newspaper whom I su ed and from whom I collected 
an apology plu s d amages. 
This su spicion has been nu rtu red so long and ru ns 
so d eep that when I was in the Dak otas last month 
sev eral people remark ed su spiciou sly on the articles 
in the New York Times, Life and Look magazines 


su mmarizing Sov iet achiev ements d u ring fifty y ears. 
They thou ght the articles were Sov iet propagand a. 
It was this su spicion that nearly d efeated the 
confirmation of the U. S.-Sov iet Consu lar Treaty 
ev en thou gh it was the United SUtes which ask ed 
Moscow for this pact in ord er to pu t a U.S. consu late 
in Leningrad , and ev en thou gh the Ru ssians actu ally 
were not enthu siastic abou t negotiating the treaty . 
Finally , it is this su spicion that hampers the basic 
policy initiated by John F. Kenned y and Nik ita 
Khru shchev after the Cu ban missile crisis, of better 
u nd erstand ing between the world ’s two most 
powerfu l nations. It was their belief that if the only 
two nations with lai^e nu clear stock piles cou ld work 
together, there wou ld be no World War III. 
Presid ent Johnson has continu ed and broad ened 
this policy , and was hopefu l of going to Moscow 
personally . He has n^otiated a non-proliferatiim 
pact with Ru ssia, a Moscow-New York air 
agreement, has work ed on the preserv ation of 
fishing bank s, has held friend ly conferences with 
h’oreign Minister Gromy k o and Premier Kosy gin, 
and persu ad ed the best man he cou ld find , 
Llewellen Thompson, to go back to Moscow as 
Ambassad or. 
-SORESPOTS- 
Ru ssian-American relations, howev er, hav e hit 
two seriou s snags. Each affects the other. 
Snag No. 1 is the war in Vietnam, especially the 
bombing of North Vietnam. This bombing was 
started on Feb. 7 , 1965, one d ay after Kosy gin 
arriv ed in Hanoi to start conv ersations with the 
North Vietnamese toward peace. The peace talk s 
had the props k nock ed ou t from u nd er them. 
Natu rally Kosy gin, together with all of the Kremlin 
lead ers, was sore. They hav e now v owed to continu e 
send ing su pplies to North Vietnam as long as the 
war continu es. 
Snag No. 2 is the fact that the United States giv es 
v ery few concessions to the pro-American cliqu e in 
the Kremlin which it can u se as proof of ou r 
friend ship. As a resu lt, the anti-Americans k eep 
bad gering the pro-Americans, pointing ou t that 
friend ship cannot be a one-way street, that the 
Sov iet Union can’t mak e all the concessions. 
This one-way street argu ment is not as tru e tod ay 
as it was before. Presid ent Johnson has offered 
v ariou s oliv e branches to the Ru ssians, su ch as 
jointly 
ad ministered 
foreign 
aid 
to 
the 
u nd erd ev eloped cou ntries, and an agreement not to 
bu ild an anti-ballistic missile d efense sy stem. 
Howev er, Leonid Breshnev , who is reported to 
head the anti-American cliqu e (Kosy gin lead s the 
p^American cliqu e) can alway s point to the 
Vietnam war as a sign of American aggression. 
His ai^u ments appear to win the d ay . 
As the Sov iet celebrates the fiftieth anniv ersary of 
the Bolshev ik rev olu tion tod ay , its weapons are 
probably stronger than ev er before in history , its 
lead ers worried , its policy su spiciou s, bu t it is my 
observ ation that the Ru ssian people are 
ready to 
become the firm friend s of the American people if 
we can clear away the problems of Sou theast Asia.

Early telltale signs of d is­ 
eases affecting the entire bod y 
sy stem can often be fou nd in 
and arou nd the mou th. For in­ 
stance, in acu te leu k emia al­ 
most half of those afflicted 
hav e some sort of gu m trou ­ 
ble. 


Leu k emia is a d isease of 
the blood , commonly called 
blood cancer. It has an insid i­ 
ou s natu re, especially in the 
chronic phase, becau se it u su ­ 
ally ru ns an irregu lar cou rse, 
patients getting better and 
worse at interv als, bu t almost 
alway s term inating fatally . 
/ 
It has long been k nown that 
early signs of leu k emia can 
often be fou nd in and arou nd 
the mou th. This was con- 
firmed by a recent stu d y in 
which 30 to 4 9 per cent of pa­ 
tients with acu te leu k emic 
d isease consistently showed 
^ some d egree of: 
1. Swollen gu ms, sometimes 
getting so large they cov ered 
mu ch of the teeth. 
2. Hemorrhages insid e the 
gu ms, giv ing them a black 
and blu e or, sometimes, a m a­ 
genta coloration. 
3. Sores and u lcerations of 
the gu ms. 
4 . Bleed ing with little or no 
prov ocation.

You r d entist is trained to 
recognize these find ings and 
help mak e a d ifferential d iag­ 
nosis. Bu t ev ery one shou ld be 
alert to any changes in and 
arou nd the mou th. 
Swollen gland s in the neck 
can easily be seen by patients. 
Look in a m irror and stretch 
y ou r neck u pward . If y ou r 
gland s are enlarged , they will 
be prominent.

WASHINGTON (AP) — It’s been lik e watching a 
Ru ssian bear eat an electric light bu lb

bleed ing, thrashing arou nd half ou t of mind and 
d igestion restored hav e all been part of the process 
since thq Bolshev ik s took ov er the Ru ssian 
rev olu tion 50 y ears ago tod ay . 
Su rprise—The Bolshev ik s were cau ght flat- 
footed , u nprepared for the tak eov er when the 
rev olu tion began. They got themselv es t(^etber. 
grabbed their chance, and commu nism has been in 
charge since. 
Conv u lsion—The 
bejinnine was d read fu l: The 
stru ggle with the other factions were split and 
ind ecisiv e; civ il war: and economic coilaf» e. 
Ind igestion—Lenin 
and 
his Bolshev ik s started 
ou t as the apostles of Karl Marx . Bu t they twisted 
Marx ism to su it their need s. And Lenin ev en partly 
restored capitalism for a while. 
Internal bleed ing—From the beginning there was 
a blood bath. It became a hemorrhage in the 1930s 
with Stalin’s pu rges and ex ecu tions, his d ev ice for 
eliminating 
riv als, 
real 
or imaginary . 
Half ou t of mind —Stalin was a mental case, one of 
the most v iciou s in histoiy . who reigned throu gh 
terror for 29 y ears from the time Lenin d ied in 1924 
u ntil his own d eath in 1953. 
Bu t while terror was his weapon, power was his 
langu age. Und er him a primitiv e nation became a 
world power, with all that meant. For only a brief 
moment the United States had a nu clear monopoly . 
Stalin qu ick ly brok e it. 
Digestion restored —With Stalin s d eath, some 
sanity was restored , restrictions were eased , and 
the Sov iet Union began to look a little more lik e a 
civ ilized society , starting with Nik ita Khru shchev , 
later d u mped , in the 1950s. 
After all this agony the most obv iou s qu estion, one 
which 
mu st 
fill 
ev ery 
other 
nation 
with 
apprehension, is: What will happen insid e the 
Sov iet Union and what will it d o in these nex t 50 
y ears? 
No one in his right mind will try to pred ict it. 
Throu gh their whole history the Ru ssian people 
hav e k nown nothing bu t su bmission to au tocracies, 
some more fierce and blood y than others. 
At the moment power is d iv id ed among the 
lead ers bu t nev ertheless centered in them. Internal 
stru ggles for power among them cou ld resu rrect the 
nightmares of the past W y ears. The people are 
asserting themselv es a little more, althou gh feebly . 
Bit by bit they may get more of the freed om thw 
want. Ev entu ally , if the Sov iet Union follows the 
road of the great rev olu tions of mod ern times, there 
will be d emocracy . 
The 
most 
civ ilizing 
Sov iet history in recent 
nu clear war with the 
reciprocates the same fear. 
In time the Sov iet Union may su rpass the United 
States as the world ’s 
No. 
1 
ind u strial 
power—it’s No. 2 now—with increasing prosperity 
for its people. Bu t the Sov iet Union has also su ffered 
a shattering d efeat. For most of the past 50 y ears it 
not only d ominated world commu nism bu t the 
world ’s think ing abou t it.

Missou ri Pu bUc Serv ice Company d id offer a wage 
increase of 7 ^ per cent and this is 316 per cent 
abov e the present naUonal av erage wage increase 
for work ers in the electrical ind u stry Howev er 
present wages for Local 814 , IBEW Union member^ 
are far below the av erage which is $3 67 The 
av erage hou rly wage in the North-Centrai area is 
ev en higher. $3.7 5. These av erages are based on 
Febru ary 1966 figu res and it can be assu med the 
av erage hou rly wage has risen d u ring this nearly two 
y ear penod . For ex ample, in this area alone are 
three u tility companies whose wage scales are 
consid erably abov e that of MPS and the U.S. 
Department of Labor bu lletin’s qu oted 1966 
statistics. Kansas City Power and Light linemen 
presently d raw $4 .4 2 per hou r and can ex pect an 
^ increase nex t Ju ly when their present contract 
ex pires. Linemen for Missou ri Power and Light now 
receiv e $3.7 1 and will benefit from two wage 
increases in 1968 which will tak e their hou rly v/al e 
ov er $4 .00. Ind epend ence Power and Light pay s its 
linemen $4 .31 per hou r and they are presently 
negotiaUng a wage increase. Compare this with the 
$3.4 2 cu rrently paid MPS linemen and it is clear that 
wen a 7V2 per cent wage increase this y ear wou ld 
leav e their hou rly wage below the national av erage 
and ^low wages for this area by a great d eal 
Clearly , comparing this wage proposal with the 
national av erage wage increase percentage is inv alid 
when the national wage itself is consid ered 
Becau se of their awareness of responsibility to the 
Company , and to the pu blic, u nion members hav e 
i accepted Company -Union contract negoUaUons for 
sev eral y ears and hav e su bsequ ently seen an 
• increasingly wid er gap arise between their wages 
and wages in the ind u stry as a whole. A striL 
ad mitted ly u nd esirable, became necessary to rectify 
a situ ation where an MPS lineman work s for $1 oo 
less an hou r than the lineman across the street as 
^ppens in Kansas City and su rrou nd ing areas 
Another factor in this situ ation is the rising cost of 
liv ing. A nationaUy k nown economist, Sy lv ia Porter 
in a recent colu mn, stated that with the increase ir! 
the c ^ t of Uv ing, ad d ed social secu rity d ed u cUons 
and the proposed su r tax , the American work er who

$2.00 with it ju st to break ev en.

By BEN OLAN 
Associated Press Sports Writer 
The Southern California Tro­ 
jans have maintained their huge 
lead in The Associated Press’ 
major-college football poll. But 
upcoming this Saturday is a 
meeting with the giant-killing 
Oregon State Beavers, eager for 
another upset. 
“ They’re going to have their 
hands full,’’ predicts Dee An­ 
dros, the Beavers’ coach, refer­ 
ring to the big one at Corvallis, 
Ore. 
Purdue and UCLA already 
have had their hands full with 
Oregon State. The Beavers 
knocked off the Boilermakers 
22-14 on Oct. 21 when Purdue 
held second place in the AP 
poll. 
UCLA, too, was in the No. 2 
position until Oregon State rose 
up and tied the Bruins 16-16 last 
Saturday. 
The setback dropped UCLA 
into fourth place in the latest 
voting by a national panel of 40 
sports writers and broadcasters. 
Southern California, 6-0 after 
trouncing California 31-12, accu­ 
mulated 399 points, collecting 
all except one first-place vote 
plus one for second. Fifth- 
ranked Purdue was named the 
top team by one selector. 
Tennessee, a 38-0 victor over 
Tampa, replaced UCLA in sec­ 
ond place while North Carolina 
State, which beat Virginia 30-8, 
also advanced one position to 
third. 
Purdue, 6-1 after walloping 
Illinois 42-9, moved up one place 
as did sixth-ranked Indiana. The 
Hoosiers, 7-0, edge Wisconsin, 
14-9. 
Wyoming, Oklahoma, Notre 
Dame and Houston round out 
the Top Ten in that order. 
Wyoming and Notre Dame ad­ 
vanced one place each while 
Oklahoma and Houston replaced 
Georgia and Colorado in the 
ratings. 
Oklahoma defeated Colorado 
23-0 and Houston beat Georgia 
15-14 last Saturday. The Bull­ 
dogs were ranked fifth and Col­ 
orado ninth a week ago. 
Tennessee faces Tulane, 
North Carolina State meets 
Penn State, UCLA plays Wash­ 
ington and Purdue takes on 
Minnesota this Saturday.

What happened, fellow fore­ 
casters? 
Oklahoma was voted in a tie 
for fourth and fifth with Oklaho­ 
ma State and Kansas was a 
shaky sixth in a pre-season poll 
of newsmen making a 2,200- 
mile tour of Big Eight football 
camps. 
Now Oklahoma is off to a 3-0 
start in the league race, 5-1 for 
the season, ranked No. 8 na­ 
tionally and favored to win the 
title and a bowl bid. The OU 
defense and the OU offensive 
line, both supposedly open to 
question, have merely been just 
about the best anywhere. 
Kansas, 0-6-1 in league play 
last year, is off to an amazing 
4-0 start in the Big Eight under 
new Coach Pepper Rodgers aft­ 
er losing the first three. No one 
laughs anymore at the mention 
of Bob Douglass. 
The strong-armed, 6-foot-3. 
210-pound junior quarterback is 
merely threatening the league’s 
all-time season mark for total 
offense. A supposedly impotent 
rushing game has produced 200 
yards a game in four league 
victories. At the same time, the 
passing game is potent. 
Well, let’s admit it. fellas—we 
goofed. 
For one thing, we failed to 
realize both clubs were better 
than we realized last year. 
Oklahoma beat champion Ne­ 
braska 10-9, lost tight ones to 
Oklahoma State 15-14, Missouri 
10-7 and Colorado 24-21. All this 
with its great middle guard. 
Granville Liggins. hurt most of 
the time. 
Kansas played well at times 
in 1966 despite all manner of in­ 
jury problems and frequent per­ 
sonnel shifting at quarterback, 
a key position. 
Before the season, Rodgers 
said “ rushing is the weakest 
part of our team right now.” 
The Jayhawks had injuries at 
fullback.

When 
you have two wide receivers 
you’ve got to pass. Our offen­ 
sive line has really improved.” 
Players new to their jobs like 
tight end Jo h n Mosier and 
guard Ken Wertzberger are 
much better blockers. The vet­ 
erans are improved. 
Track men Gary Ard and Ben 
Olison are established receivers. 
Basketball star Vernon Vanoy 
is improving at defensive end. 
Chuck Fairbanks, OU coach, 
says simply “ Pat James is the 
best defensive coach anywhere. 
He has the best defense I’ve 
ever been associated with.” 
“ Our linebackers lacked ex­ 
perience but they have come 
through,” he said. “ So has Jim 
Files, a sophomore, at defensive 
end. Our tackles are small but 
have played well. Of course, 
it’s great to have Liggins 
healthy. We’ve been very lucky 
in regard to injuries.” 
Around the Big Eight Mon­ 
day, the injury news was the 
brightest all season. Colorado 
expects to have standout guard 
Kirk Tracy and All-Big Eight 
fullback Wilmer Cooks ready 
for full-time duty against Kan­ 
sas. Nebraska’s standout split 
end Dennis Richnafsky will be 
back.

NEW YORK (AP) — If y ou’ve 
been womlering h ow y our name 
got on th e latest “junk mail” 
list, y ou migh t ask y our state 
motor veh icle department. 
An Associated Press survey 
sh ows th at most states sell th eir 
motor 
veh icle 
registration 
lists—at prices ranging from 
$7 0,000 in New York to $8 in 
West Virginia. Some apparently 
give th em away . 
One firm, R. L. Polk & Co. of 
I^troit, appears to be prac­ 
tically th e only customer for th e 
lists and uses th em as wh at 
miKt be one of th e largest reser- 
voire in th e country for direct 
mail advertisers. 
Polk won’t say h ow miK^h it 
pay s for th em—or h ow much it 
makes on th em—but th e survey 
sh owed it gets th e bulk for a 
total of not much more th an 
$500,000. 
Disclosures of th e sale of of­ 
ficial public records for com­ 
mercial use h as stirred invasion 
of 
privacy controversies in 
some parts of th e country . At 
least two citizens h ave gone into 
court about it. 
Most motor veh icle depart­

“By law our records are open 
to th e public unless th ey are 
specifically 
declared

statute under wh ich we’ve been 
proceeding,’’ said Miss Foy In­ 
gram, 
th e 
North 
Carolina 
registration director. 
Polk is a 97 -y ear-old firm 
wh ich also publish es 1,400 city 
directories. “We do not invade 
any one’s privacy ,” said Alvin 
Kropf, Polk’s senior vice presi­ 
dent. “As business statisticians 
and publish ers, we 
gath er 
public information and refine 
and publish such facts and fig­ 
ures wh ich are set out in open 
public records. ” 
Th e AP survey found th at 
Polk buy s or trades for most of 
th e 95 million names and 
addresses of auto registrants 
directly th rough th e state capi- 
tols at prices apparently de­ 
pendent on h ow much th e par­ 
ticular state th inks its list is 
worth . 
Polk even h as th e list of states 
wh ich say th ^ don’t sell th em. 
Th ese are Illinois, Alaska, South 
Dakota, Kentucky . Wash ington 
and Wash ington, D.C. 
New York State's $7 0,000 a 
y ear is th e h igh est price Polk 
pay s for one list. California, 
wh ich h as th e bi^est motor 
veh icle population in th e coun­ 
try , gets $47 ,000. Rural Alabama 
gets $52,000 wh ile auto state 
Mich igan gets $1,200. 
South 
Carolina ch arges $7 5. Wisconsin 
gets $120. All sell to Polk. 
Sometimes Polk trades for th e 
lists. In New Jersey , for in­ 
stance, Polk is th e super sleuth 
wh o tracks down 400,C^ parking 
scoff laws a y ear. In return, it 
gets th e state’s registration list 
free. 
Because New Jersey law for­ 
bids th e sale of auto registra­ 
tions, th e state motor veh icle 
department h as been trading 
th e lists to Polk for more th an a 
decade. Under th e arrange­ 
ment, municipal courts send th e 
state unanswered parking sum­ 
monses wh ich list only th e li­ 
cense number of th e veh icle. 
Th e state sends numbers to 
Polk and Polk sends back th e 
name and address of th e car’s 
owner. 
In Nebraska, Polk pay s th e 
salaiy of a clerk in th e motor 
veh kles department. Sh e sends 
th e lists to Detroit, wh ere th e 
slips are alph abetized and re­ 
turned to Lincoln. 
Besides th e auto registration 
list Minnesota sells to Polk, th e 
state sells 50 to 100 lists of var­ 
ious ty pes to various interests. 
Th ey range from lists of den­ 
tists, doctors and restaurants to 
a computer printout of 210,000 
boat owners—th e latter for $500. 
Every y ear since 1922, Polk 
h as compiled a complete nation­ 
wide list of auto registrations. It 
uses th em primarily , it say s, for 
some 50 statistical reports sold 
with in th e automotive industry 
and secondarily for sale to di­ 
rect mail advertisers. 
Polk, a privately owned com­ 
pany th at doesn’t make public 
financial statements, would say 
only th at 10 per cent of its in­ 
come is derived from th e 
registration lists. It did say , 
h owever, th at th e lists are ex­ 
pensive to th e average direct 
- mail buy er. 
Wh en it sells to direct mail 
h ouses, Polk actually keef» th e 
list and mails th e sample or 


broch ure for th e advertiser. Th e 
auto industry is its largest sin­ 
gle user, principally for th e 
mailing of multipaged color 
broch ures at th e beginning of a 
new model y ear. Oth er ch ief 
customers are auto accessory 
firms, tire and oil companies, 
publish ing h ouses and newspap­ 
ers. 
Polk sells direct mail lists to a 
wide range of firms, from bank­ 
ers to fertilizer manufacturers. 
Recently two suits were brough t 
in connection with th e state sale 
of th e lists, one in federal court 
in Manh attan and th e oth er in 
Superior Court in Hartford, 
Conn. 
Both were filed on th e in­ 
vasion of privacy issue and both 
are still in litigation. Th ey are 
apparently th e only two court 
ch allenges of th e practice of 
selling official records for com­ 
mercial uses. 
In Connecticut, clerical work­ 
er Norman S. Ch apin of Ware­ 
h ouse Point got angry at th e 
volume of junk mail in h is mail­ 
box and decided to do some­ 
th ing about it. He moved and re­ 
fused to furnish h is new address 
to th e department of motor 
veh icles. 
Ch apin was th reatened with 
loss of h is license and relented. 
But on th e day h e furnish ed h is 
new address h e also filed suit 
ch arging th e state was invading 
h is privacy by selling h is name 
to Polk. 
Judge Joseph W. Bogdanski 
issued a temporary injunction 
last May stopping Connecticut’s 
motor veh icle department from 
selling its list to Polk for an 
estimated $20,000 a y ear. But h e 
did it on grounds th e state fur­ 
nish ed Polk more th an a 1965 
law allowed. 
Judge Bogdanski refused to 
rule on th e constitutionality of 
selling th e lists, leaving th at for 
later full trial. 
In New York, writer Corliss 
Lamont is appealing a federal 
district court ruling against h is 
contention th at th e state’s sale 
of its six-million-name list for 
$7 0,000 a y ear is an invasion of 
privacy . 
Trial Judge Marvin E. Frank- 
el ruled out th e constitutional 
question. “Th e sh ort, th ough 
regular journey from mailbox to 
trash can.. .is an acceptable 
burden, at least so far as th e 
Constitution is concerned,” h e 
said. 
It is no invasion of privacy at 
all, h e said—merely anoth er 
battle in th e state’s effort “to 
tap a small source of revenue.” 
Virginia sells its two million 
auto registrants to Polk for 
about $11,000 and A. T. Beale, 
deputy motor veh icles commis­ 
sioner, sees it as a safeguard to 
mailbox privacy . 
“Actually ,” h e said, “I be­ 
lieve th e sale of our list... re­ 
duces th e amount of junk mail 
since th e automotive industiy is 
able to send mailers to specific 
customers it wants to reach .” 
Postmaster Lewis Moore of 
Nash ville, Tenn., h ears more of­ 
ten, h owever, from th ose wh o 
don’t agree. “A lot of people 
complain,” h e said. “Th ey call 
us and say th ey don’t want any 
mere. We cannot cut it off once 
it is in th e ch annels of deliv­ 
ery .”
